The annual statement of the numer- 
ical strength of the navies of Great Bri- 
tain and foreign countries, commonly 
known as the “Dicuinson return,” has 
been issued recently in the form of 4 
parliamentary white paper.

PUSH REFORM IN THE CONGO 
Belgian Authorities Respond to the 
Demand of King Albert In Cor- 
recting Abuses 

Reforms in the Congo which were 
urged by King Albert in his cddress 
to parliament are being put into effect 
gradually, and the prediction js made 
that the colony in Africa soon will 
cease to be regarded as a burden to 
Belgium, or a8 a source of criticism 
from the powers, as was the case un- 
der the late King Leopold. 

The large deficits recorded each 
year since the Congo was incorporat- 
ed by Belgium have made financial 
help one of the first needs. The gov- 
ernment plans to grant this by en- 
dorsement of all of the past and fut- 
ure debts of the Congo. It is also pro- 
posed to grant the colony a greater 
administrative autonomy. 

Tho colonial government {8 to be 
| transferred to Boma, 80 as to enable 
the governor to receive the various 
district presidenta and to permit him 
tc frame adequate laws, inspired by 
| real necessities of each district. It 
| will also make possible the institution 
budget which 
does not now exist. 

Another reform is the reorgauiza- 
tion of judicial power, modifying it so 
as to give certain colonial agents 
police power, such as exists in certain 
British colonies,

FLOUR FOR THE ORIENT 


Western Flour Mills Are Increasing 
Shipments to Asiatic Centres 
The mills in Medicine Hat, Calgary 
and Lethbridge in Alberta are 
gaged in supplying heavily the Orien 
tal flour trade. The Ogilvie mill 
Medicine Hat shipped a hundred thou- 


sand sacks and the Medicine Hat Mill-| 


ing Co. 29,000 sacks, each of which 
welghed 49 pounds. The Ellison Mill- 
ing Company of Lethbridge is the 
largest exporter of flour to Japan and 


China, with the Medicine Hat mill a} 


close second. The Western Milling 
Company of Calgary and the Robin 
Hood Mills of Calgary and Moose Jaw 
are also very large exporters to the 
Orient. 

Canada’s exporis of flour to Ger 
many have more than doubled during 
the past six years. In 1908 
amount exported Wag 1,962,740 
rels, valued at $8,500,000, For the
